Only one distinctly unfavorable fac 
tor is reported in the business situa 
tion, and it exists more in the fear 
of what may happen than through 
anything that has actually occurred 
Several strikes are in progress, but 
none that seriously hamper industry, 
although 
many 
controversies 
ar*« 
threatened and may Interrupt trade 
unless agreements are speedily reach­ 
ed. 
Progress has been made in re­ 
lieving traffic 
blockades and deliv­ 
eries are more prompt, yet railway 
facilities need much extension if they 
are to keep pace with the nation’s 
growth. 
Jobbing trade is very large 
and the advancing season stimulates 
retail sales in many lines. 
Reports 
from the west arc especially satis­ 
factory, agriculturists making exten­ 
sive improvements, notably in the pur­ 
chase of »he most modern machinery 
Buying of spring and summer mer 
chandise is heavy for the interior, 
and mills are resuming that long have 
been Idle because coke could not ho 
secured. 
A careful canvass of building opera­ 
tions at the leading cities makes a 
fair comparison with last year, out 
side of Chicago, where special condi­ 
tions caused exceptional activity in 
1902. 
Returns are unanimous in dis­ 
closing a decrease 
compared with 
1901, however, which was the banner 
year in this respect. 
High coBt of 
material and wages of labor are un­ 
doubtedly retarding influences at th e 
present tinv. 
Railway earnings thus 
far available for March show an in­ 
crease of 14.6 per cent over last year 
and 26.1 per cent over 1901. 
Prospects In the iron and steel in 
dustry are still conspicuously encour­ 
aging. 
Only two drawbacks of seri 
ons importance 
are 
seen—railway 
congestion and labor disputes. 
Tho i 
former has greatly diminished with i 
settled 
oat her and coke is moved 1 
freely to blast 
furnaces, while pig i 
iron and other products reach their 
destination with 
less 
interruption 
Quotations are fully held at Pittsburg 
and a larg" purchase of Bessemer 
Iron for delivery in the last half of 
the year is still under consideration 
Some w ire products and east pipe are 
advanced in price, and. as many mills 
are unable to deliver billets for .--'tv- 
oral months, foreign steel is still pur­ 
chased freelv. 
I*lg iron is continually 
arriving 
from 
abroad and finds a 
ready market. 
Textile markets are only fairly ac­ 
tive, the buying at 
lirst hands for 
home account being on a moderate 
scale and forward business Indiffer 
cut. except in the case of a few spe­ 
cialties. 
Unquestionably the under­ 
tone of the cotton goods mark< t is 
strong 
Demand 
for
